AN EDITORIAL 

It is the :ascist dictators who incité war, endangering 
world peace. It was Japan, under militarist-fascist domi- 
nation, which threatened the peace of the world through 
its invasion of China, Fascist Italy invaded Ethiopia, 
sharpening world antagonisms and imperiling world peace. 
The fascist nations, Italy and Germany, incited the 
present bloody struggle in Spain. 

A fascist attack on the legally-elected government of 
Spain brought on the present threat to world peace. 

The policy of these fascist rulers is to disregard all 
instruments of peace, such as the Kellogg peace pact, the 
efforts of the League of Nations for peace, and all other 
instruments between nations to prevent war.

it IS these fascist forces which today will be aided by 
the joint resolution adopted yesterday in Congress. 

The defense against these enemies of peace so hero- 
ically carried on by the Spanish people and their lawfully 
elected government is hampered by lack of supplies. 

The United States government by this joint resolu- 
tion virtually says to the Spanish people: “We will not 
permit you to arm yourself or to acquire the supplies you 
need to turn back the fascist aggressors against Spanish 
democracy. We will give the fascist powers a freer hand 


in threatening world peace.” 

And that not only endangers democracy in Spain but 
increases the danger of world war. 

Such action is contrary to the previously expressed 
declaration of President Roosevelt himself and of Secretary

T THE Buenos Aires Conference for the Maintenance 
of Peace both Roosevelt and Hull emphasized in their 
speeches the relationship between democracy and peace. 

They expressed the view that the defense of democ- 
racy means the defense of peace. 

Now the joint resolution inspired by Roosevelt be- 
comes an abandonment of aid to democracy in Spain. 
Thereby it plays into the hands of the fascist war-makers. 

For weeks now, Hearst has been striving to stampede 
Congress into robbing the legitimate government of Spain 
of its long-established, lawful right to purchase arms in 
the United States.

HE fight against this vicious resolution which distorts 
neutrality as the American people understand the term 
was led in the Senate by Senator Gerald P. Nye, and in 
the House by the newly-elected Farmer-Labor Congress- 
man from Minnesota, Representative John T. Bernard. 

But the fight against the dangerous 
joint resolution has just begu 

The American people in 1 Nov 
wanted Congress to act to keep America out of war by 
strengthening the forces of peace and democracy. 

The joint resolution can only intensify the fascist plot- 
ting for war, which if carried to its vicious end, will drag 
this country into war.

A Farmer-Labor Bloc— 
It Needs Support 


One of the fruits of the defeat of reac- 
tion in the last elections has just become 
visible in Congress: the organization of a 
bloc of Farmer-Laborites and Progressives 
in the House of Representatives. 

“We take our stand for progress, for 
peace, for plenty, and we wish to join 
hands with all those who are going our 
way,” declared Representative Schneider 
of Wisconsin, who was the group’s can- 
didate for Speaker. 

The bloc has already declared its inde- 
pendence of the Republican and Democratic 
parties and has set out to break the strangle- 
hold of the two-party system on Congress. 
It is demanding that it receive representa- 
tion on eleven major and twenty-six minor 
committees. This will mean not only a 
strengthening of progressive influences «in 
those committees, but that progressives will 
no longer have to depend on the good graces 
of Republican or Democratic committee lead- 
ers in order to be allotted time to speak on 
any question. 

The bloc is small as yet, consisting of five 
Minnesota Farmer-Laborites, seven Wiscon- 
sin Progressives, and Congressman Havenner 
of California. But there is every possibility 
that it will grow and become the driving 
force in promoting legislation in the interests 
of the working people of the country. 

To do that these Congressmen require the 
organized support of the masses outside of 
Congress. A national conference of repre- 
sentatives of organized labor, farm, Negro 
and middle-class groups to draw up a com- 
mon legislative program is needed to give 
power and direction to the newly-formed 
progressive bloc.

to appropriate only $500,000,000 to continue 
WPA from Feb. 1 to July 1 is growing both 
inside and outside of Congress. 

With the Workers Alliance calling na- 
tionwide demonstrations this Saturday, Jan. 
9, and-a march to Washington on Jan. 15, 
well-informed Washington circles declare 
that the administration is planning to resort 
to a shabby piece of trickery in order to 
break up Congressional opposition to the re- 
lief cut. 

The plan is, according to these sources, 
for the administration to say that this $500,- 
000,000 is an initial appropriation, that since 
Congress will be in session during the coming 
months, it can appropriate additional funds 
if necessary. 

Progressives should be on their guard 
against this kind of deceptive argument. Let 
them remember that the $500,000,000 will 
not be provided in a lump sum to be used as 
needed. It will be ladled out in monthly in- 


stallments, which means $100,000,000 a 


month, or a 40 per cent cut from the present 
already reduced WPA levels. 

The result of this will be that many 
projects will be abandoned, while new proj- 
ects will not be planned as old ones are com- 
pleted. 

The needs of the unemployed are no 
mystery; they are known. The United States 
Conference of Mayors, after a careful study 
of the situation, has asked for an appropria- 
tion of no less than $877,500,000. Even this 
sum would not properly assist all those who 
need it. 

The Workers Alliance has raised the 
demand for an appropriation of $1,250,- 
000,000, for the reinstatement of all dis- 
charged WPA workers, and for a 20 per 
cent increase in the wretchedly low WPA 
wages. This program meets the minimum 
needs of the unemployed and it has the 
support of a growing number of progres- 
sive Congressmen, . 

Make Roosevelt live up to his promises. 
Big nationwide demonstrations on Jan. 9 and 
a mighty march to Washington on Jan. 15 
will defeat the aims of those who are trying 
to nullify the people’s election mandate.

Six Whose Fate Is Akin 
To That of Millions 


Every young person in the United States, 
threatened with an uncertain future and 
poverty, will shudder when he or she reads 
the news that three of the six Brooklyn 
youths condemned for murder, have been 
burned to death by the State. 

Governor Lehman of New York, after a 
mass protest and appeal for clemency for all 
the youths, did grant commutation of sen- 
tences to three of them. All were convicted 
in the same case. Why not clemency to all 
of them, Mr. Governor? 

The people of New York ask clemency 
for these youths. Despite the original efforts 
of William Randolph Hearst to éxact their 
deaths, the movement for commutation of 
sentences has grown to a tremendous roar. 

It ill becomes District Attorney Geoghan 
to demand death for all of these unfortunate 
youths. It was not so long ago that the Dis- 
trict Attorney himself was under a cloud in 
the conduct of a murder case in which no 
one was burned for a gangster murder. 

The real criminal behind this whole sor- 
did case of six youths, barely out of their 
teens, facing death in the electric chair, is a 
system that condemns millions of earnest, 
active and hopeful young people to a life of 
poverty, hopelessness and crime. 

Destroy the conditions which breed crime 
and not these six youths who are its victims, 
the victims of capitalism in one of its worst 
general crises. 

The American Youth Congress, fighting 
for the rights of the American youth, has 
proposed to Congress an American Youth 
Act, to provide education and a chance for 
honest work for the American youth, mil- 
lions of whom face a bitter future. 

It is up to Congress to pass that act and 
save not six, but millions of young people 
from a heart-breaking fate. =.

“We must impress upon the federal 
goverhment,” he said, “that the full con- 
tinuance, and even increase, of the Works 
Progtess Administration is imperative.” 

While sharply attacking the American 
Liberty League and such organizations as 
the Black Legion, Silver Shirts and Ku Klux 
Klan as enemies of American liberties; he 
proposed a concrete step for defending: these 
liberties by calling for the repeal of the 
state criminal syndicalism law. 

“Laws of this kind,” he said, “are fre- 
quently used as a spear with which to 
destroy the trade union, farmers, and lib- 
eral political movements,” 


Benson presented a Specific program of 


progressive legislation covering minimum 
wages and maximum hours, collective bar- 
gaining, farm aid, unemployment relief, as- 
sistance to youth, protection of independent 
merchants, housing, taxation, cooperatives, 
social security, education and electric power. 

In addition, the Governor urged the legis- 
lature to memorialize Congress in behalf of 
the Frazier-Lundeen Social Insurance Bill, 
the American Youth Bill, refinancing of farm 
mortgages, aid to tenant farmers, nationali- 
zation of munitions plants, and other pro- 
gressive measures. He also called on the 
legislators to petition Congress for a consti- 
tutional amendment to curb the, usurped 
power of the reactionary Supreme Court. 

Governor Benson’s program should fe- 
ceive the united support of the trade unions, 
farm organizations and other progressive 
groups in Minnesota. The Big Business in- 
terests will do everything in their power. to 
defeat it, and with the upper house of the 
legislature still controlled by réactionaries, 
they are likely to succeed unless the people 
put the power of united action behind the 
Farmer-Labor program.
